DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The reply filed on 04/05/2006 consists of changes to the claims, and further, the reply 
consists of remarks related to the prior rejection of claims in the previous Office Action. The 
above have been entered and considered. However, pending claims 58-64 are not allowable as 
explained below. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/05/2006 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 
Claim 64 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The claim recites a color filter is disposed between the organic EL electrode and the

opposite substrate. However, there is lack of antecedent basis for "the organic EL electrode," 
For the purpose of Examination, the Examiner interprets this as a typographical error and reads, 
"the organic EL substrate." Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 58-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nishi 
(USPGPUB 20010004190; "Nishi"). 

Regarding claim 58, Nishi shows in figures 1, 11a, and 1 lb an organic light-emitting 
display comprising: an organic EL substrate (fig. 1; #101) having a first electrode (105) formed 
on the organic EL substrate; an organic layer (107) formed on the first electrode (105); a second 
electrode (108) formed on the organic layer (107); and a plurality of pixels (best seen at figure 
1 la, #1001); a counter substrate (fig. 1 lb, #1004) formed adjacent the organic EL substrate (fig. 
1; #101 corresponds to fig. 1 lb, 1000); and an light extraction layer (1006) formed between the 
organic EL substrate (1000) and the counter substrate (1004); wherein each of the plurality of 
pixels includes a plurality of sub-pixels (fig. 1 lb; pixel portion) and is disposed such that an 
auxiliary electrode (1008) is disposed in a part of one of the sub-pixels, wherein the auxiliary 
electrode is formed on a same level as the first electrode and is connected to a current supply line 
(1009) within a drive layer via an inter-layer insulating layer (not labeled in figure 1 lb, but 
corresponds to the material labeled #42 in fig. 2) 
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Regarding claim 59, Nishi discloses in paragraph 1 8 the plurality of sub-pixels comprises 
a red organic light-emitting layer, a green organic light-emitting layer and a blue organic light- 
emitting layer.

Regarding claim 60, Nishi shows in figures 1,11a, and 1 lb a rib (1005). 

The Examiner notes that the limitation, "for controlling a thickness of the light extraction 
layer" is an intended use type limitation. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure 
is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 
235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Regarding claim 61 , Nishi shows in figure 1 lb the rib is formed on the counter substrate. 

Regarding claim 62, Nishi discloses in paragraph 161 the rib is formed of a glass or a 
photo-curing resin. 

Regarding claim 63, Nishi shows in figure 1 lb the rib is formed on a sealing portion of 
the counter substrate and the organic EL substrate. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 64 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over previously 
cited Eida et al (USPGPUB 20010050532; "Eida"). 

" Regarding claim 64, Nishi is silent to using a color filter. 

However, Eida shows in figure 4 that color filters (1 1) are disposed between the organic 
EL substrate and the opposite substrate. Eida further teaches in paragraph 199 this configuration 
improves the color adjustment and contrast. 

\ Therefore, in view of the above discussion, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to construct the device of Eida with 
the color filters of Eida to improves the color adjustment and contrast. 

Response to Arguments

of the new ground(s) of rejection.
